The 
argument that claims 3 and 10 "merely" recite a narrower range is not convincing - claims 3 and 10 is not the typical narrower range - 
that is one where it more narrowly limits M d", rather claims 3 and 10 limit a "the range". IN other words: whereas d is between 0.6 and 
0.8, the "range" 0.5-09 is not. The phrase "said range of could be deleted from the claims to overcome this problem. As to the 
argument that the results are unexpected and clearly important - this is merely a conclusion-- there is no explanation as to how/why one 
of ordinary skill would consider them to be unexpected and important. The fact that applicant finds them unexpected and important is not 
very relevant. The standard is whether the hypothetical PHOSITA would have found it unexpected and important. No evidence is given 
which shows the results are unexpected and important. 
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
